Associate  in  Arts,  the  Associate  in  Commerce,  and  the  Associate 
IN  Applied  Science,  represent  a  broadening  of  interest  by  the 
University  as  an  attempt  to  adapt  its  instructional  program  to 
conform  more  closely  to  the  changing  socio-economic  environment 
IN  the  mid-south  area. 


THE  ASSOCIATE  !N  ARTS  DEGREE  is  awarded  as  the  mark  of  distinction 
for  students  who  have  completed  two  years  of  study  in  pre- 
paratory work  for  a  senior  college  or  an  advanced  professional 
SCHOOL.  All  courses  offered  in  this  program  are  university- 
parallel  IN  kind  and  quality. 

COURSES  ARE  OFFERED  IN  THESE  AREA.S:  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 
(Both  a  two-year  course  and  one  leading  to  a  Bachelor's 
degree);  ENGINEERING  (Leading  to  the  Bachelor's  degree); 
JOURNALISM;  PRE-LAW;  PRE-MEDICINE  (Leading  to  the  M.D., 
D.V.M.,  D.D.S.,  or  D.M.D,  degree);  MUSIC;  NURSING  (Leading

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Athletic  Director,  who  works  closely 
WITH  the  Student  Activities  Board,  a  variegated  program  of  intra- 
mural athletics  is  maintained.
